The amendment filed on 6/24/04 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because Applicant received a restriction between multiple inventions (see paper no. 6) 
and elected to prosecute the claims directed to the invention of Group II (claims 1-4 & 6) 
directed to a method of performing dialysis on a post-operative patient that is suffering 
from acute kidney failure. Claims 5 & 7-9 were, and remain, withdrawn to non-elected 
inventions. Applicant received an office action on the merits with respect to the elected 
invention (see paper no. 10). New claims 10-35 are directed to the subject matter of 
non-elected invention Group III (treating patients in a heparin free method, see paper 
no. 6 for groupings).
